RUSSIAN IMPERIAL FETE.

We are happy to learn that the visit of his Majesty’s ship Jasper, 
Captain Arbuthnot, to Cronstadt, has been attended with the happi- 
est results, We are informed that the marked attention of the Em- 
peror of Russia, and all the Court was very flattering to the British 
nation, ‘The Russian Government has abandoned its pretensions to 
the national right of whatever extent of coast in the Pacific their 
thins may happen to visit. It may be remembered that the Jasper 
sailed from the Nore on the 13th of July, taking the Persiau Ambas- 
salor, Lieut Colonel !)’Arcy, K.S8.L. Royal Artillery, Mr. Percy, 
wd Mr, Armstrong, ou ‘heir return to Persia. The following ex- 
tract from a letter, describing the reception given to Captain Arbuth- 
not and his officers, will prove gratifying to our readers :— 

“ 41 anchor of Peterhoff Palace, Jug. 9, 1823. 

“The Jasper arrived at Cronstadt on the 2d of August, after hav- 
ing been detained five days at Copenhagen by contrary winds. We 
reached Elsineur in seventy hours from the Little Nore. On our ar- 
vival, we found an order from his Imperial Majesty, that the Jasper 
“hould proceed up to the Palace of Peterhoff, to join the Imperial Re- 
atta of yachis, collected there to assist in celebrating the birth-day 
of the Mother Empress, which is done annually by a most magnifi- 
cent fete given by the Emperor.

By this statement you will perceive, that, with very few excep- 
tions, the women have gained considerably in weight, and of those 
who have lost weight, two, viz. Hinton and Harris. were labour- 
ing under disease at the time of admission, on which account they 
were seldom pul upon the wheel. 1 beg leave to add, that [ have wit- 
nessed nove ol the bad effects of the wheel on the hands of the female 
prisoners, as mentioned in Sir Jonnw Cox Hippistey’s work ; and 
with regard to the dreadful consequences described by Dr. Mason 
Coon as /ikely to result from the labour of females on the Tread 
Wheel, I most positively declare, that no such consequences have ex- 
isted here. The prisoners, and more especiaily the women, are in 
good health—the few cases of sickness which have come under my 
care have generally been chronic diseases of long standing, and were 
so at the time of admission into this place; and I-do most solemnly 
declare that Ihave as yet witnessed no bad effects on the legs, arms, 
or bodies of the prisoners from the use of the Tread Mill. 

My object in troubling you with this is to elicit truth, and to do 
away what appears to me, Sadr from its effects in this place, a

REMARKS RESPECTING THE FOREIGN TRADE OF THE 
, CLYDE. 
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Glasgow, 6th Sept. 1825. 

The decreasing number of vessels from foreign ports, and the ad- 
vantages enjoyed at Liverpool in procuring outward cargoes, com- 
}ined with the dispatch with which goods can be sent from the lat- 
ter port, render it essential that some exertion should be made to pre- 
serve the fair proportion of the foreign trade to Clyde. It is also ob- 
vious, from the great increase of the regular traders to Liverpool, 
f-om the recent addition of steam-packets for goods, and which is to 
Le followed by one or two more, that these vessels derive full em- 
ployment and remunerst‘on. 

It is we!] known that the quantity of Scotch manufactures shipped 
to the United States, Brazils, West Indies and Mediterranean, is very 
creat, aud it is equally notorious that the consumption of the produce 
of these ceuntries, m Scotland, is extensive ; indeed the cotton from 
the United States alone, annually consumed by our manufactories, is 
estimated at not less than 40,000 bales. 

To secure cheap and direct meuns of conveyance, to bring the 
murkets of consumption and production more directly in communica- 
tion, and to diminish the expense of furnishing our manufactures to 
foreign countries, or of supplying ourselves with their raw materials, 
must not only be very important considerations, but seem esscutial to 
enable us to meet the competition with other places. 

The plan we would suggest, is to get suitable vessels to come up | 
io the harbour of Glasgow, of the proper draught of water, and un- 
exceptionable in point of class, size, and sailing, if possible. 

The annexed calculations will exhibit the contrast in expense be- 

twixt the ports of Glasrow, Greenock, and Liverpool, not only to the 
chip-owner, bat also to the importer of produce and the shipper at 
goods ; and although it is obvious that vessels of a small size are navi- 
gated relatively at a higher rate of expense, yet there are material 
benefits to be derived from employing those of that class, now that 
the necessity has ceased for sailing with convoy, and particularly 
when many vessels have often to seek for cargoes, a preference being 
viven to suchas can be quickly filled and dispatched. 
"It is in contemplation to deepen the Clyde materially, viz. to four- 
teen feet; but independent of this, its general depth in summer is 
from 10 1-2 to 11 feet; and in spring, autumn and winter, 11 to 12 
thet. Should a vessel take the ground in commg up the river to 
Glasgow, she may be lightened by application to the custom-house 
here, when within their district, which commences above Dumbuck, 
er about 8 miles higher up than Greenock, and 1- iniles below Glas- 
cow ; and a vessel drawing 13 or 14 feet water may come within this 
district at any seavon of the year. ‘There is little risk of stoppage 
during the winter, as the river has not |een closed for the last two 
years, and the regular passage of Steam Boats to and from Greenock 
will prevent its being frozen up in future, unless in uncommonly se- 
vere weather.
